But 
it is part of their brutal character to delight 
in destruction; perhaps they are anxious to ef- 
face works they themeelves know not how to 
imitate. They may have considered the sym- 
metric, elegant, comfortable odifices, a reproach 
to their own paltry consttuction of lath and 
mortar, perhaps—but why speculate on the 
motives of their barbarity? ‘The fact is—and. 
alas' how often hae it been proved of late years 
—the Turk ever finishes with fire what he has 
begun with sword, and eo soon as he has pil- 
laged the money and jewels, and secured such 
women as may have charms for his brutal lust, 
or who be imagines will sell well, he hastens to 
render the scene of his triumph a heap of deso- 
late ruins. To do this in Scio required hard 
work, and the perverse industry which the 
Turks displayed to accomplish their purpose 
was truly astonishing. 

The houses being well built of hard stone and 
marble, with scarcely any wood in them but 
the doors and window-framos, were very diffi- 
cult to burn; they had the barbarous constancy 
of purpose to return to the same building five, 
ton, of fiteen days, successively, and even after 
all, the strong outer walls are nearly all yet 
standing. I except, however, the palace of the

One of the most successful practitioners and 
orators of the criminal courts about Lowpon, is 
Mr. Autxy, whose name figares almost daily, 
and often in more places than one, in the law 
reports of the Times. We are tempted to give 
a specimen of his rhetorick—a speech in defence 
ofa printer, whose oeighbors had procured 
his indictment for nuisance. The caricatures, 
with which bo decozated his shop window, at- 
tracted such a rabble that no one could squeeze 
through egcept at the risk of having hie coat 
torn off his back, or his pocket picked by the 
thieves that make part of every crowd in Lon- 
pon. One of the witnesses was a jeweller, who, 
however, wes obliged to admit that he tried to 
attract as many gazersas possible to his own 
shop window. Another was « tobacconist, who 
always permitted purchasers to light their segars 
in his shop; which Mr. Auury thought a borri- 
ble abomination. Another was an 
whoee business had not suffered as much as that 
of his neighbors, People that wanted physic, 
he said, must have it; so hia oustemere got in by 
the back deor. 
The chairman of the Sessions was decidedly 
opinion that a.nuisance was proved; having 
red puch questions for more than forty 
years. The jury, without hesitation, returned a 
verdict of not guilty. 
Mr. Auury said:—**He was satisfied hie learn- 
ed friend (Mr. Adolphus) had misunderstood the 
hon. chairman, when he supposed he had inti- 
mated an opinion upon the case before he heard 
jt.

only exposed these same caricatures, painted on 
snuff-box lids in his own window, but actually 
kept a lighted candle in his shop, for the express 
purpose of enabling his customers to light their 
cigars, and puff their filthy tobacco smoke into 
the mou'hs of every decent person they met.—

The engine was again 
started, and proceeded with the tender and 
twenty passengers about « mile on the read, per- 
forming the trip at the rate of eleven miles per 
hour, although act mure than half of the engine 
power was lsid on. This concluded the experi- 
ments; and, we ere happy to add, that not the 
slightest accident occarred, although an immense 
crowd was collected about the carriages while 
proceeding, many of whom, by hanging to them, 
very much impeded the progress of the engine 
in the second trip with the twenty carriages; in- 
deed, it was computed, that in addition to the 
920 passengers in the carriages, three huedred 
others were dragged along. The number of per- 
sons present to witness the first exhibition of a 
locomotive engine in this part of the country was 
immense.
